Police Decides to Stop Practice of 


“ Drunks” Paying Their Fines 


by Week 


MAY LAY 
IT OUT OR 
STAY IT 


Kokomo. Ind., Sept. 9.—According 
to a statement made by the Chief of 
Police Kelly 
the police department 
has once and for all decided to stop 
allowing fines to he paid in, in the in­ 
stallment plan. In the chief’s words, 
“the fines must be paid, stayed or 
laid”, meaning that they must be 
paid for in full, paid by some friend 
or the fine must be laid out in jail. 


Heretofore the police 
department 
has, in a number of instances, let 
prisoners go on their promise to pay 
their fines by the installment plan or 
by small payment each week. 
In a 
great number of cases the one fined 
would pay regularly for a time then 
the payments would cease. This has 
been the cause of much trouble to 
the police and they have decided that 
it must come to a stop. 
This decision by Chief of Police 
Kelly means that a large number of 
lawbreakers will go to 
jail 
in the

Tales of Horror Overdrawn. 


It is very probable that the tales 
of atrocities charged to the German 
troops and emanating from London 
and Baris sources are highly over­ 
drawn, or are without any founda­ 
tion in fact. 
Of course, full particu­ 
lars are presented. 
They abound in 
particulars. 
But there have been so 
many similar incidents in times of 
war a s well as in times of revolution 
that one is naturally led to doubt 
them. 
We had a similar case right here 
at hotue not 
long 
since. 
Reports 
came from Colorado during the in­ 
ternal war there between strikers and 
mine owners that the state 
guards 
were shooting down women and chil­ 
dren and spiting fire to their bodies.; 
There was the same precision as re­ 
gards details and particulars. 
It 
was later learned that these 
same 
women and children who were sup­ 
posed to have been burned had been 
concealed by their friends and the 
militia did not know they were there. 
A court martial 
revealed 
evidence 
that completely exonerated the sol­ 
diers. 


In times of war stories of cruetly 
are common. 
Even when they are 
supported by affidavits they are open 
to suspicion. 
We have learned that 
expartp testimony is seldom reliable 
even in pjvil matters concerning next 
floor neighbor*, men and women who 
have been friends 
for 
years. 
Our 
constitution recognizes the fact and 
guarantees that a 
defendant 
shall 
never he denied file right of facing 
his accuser in person, if this is true 
with neighbors of the same race and 
country, it should 
give 
us 
pause 
about 
hastily 
accepting 
charges 
made in the heat of war. 
• Each nation is trying to enlist the 
sympathy of the world. 
The United 
States is the greatest neutral power 
and all the warring nations are mak­ 
ing special effo rts to win our friend­ 
ship. 
This would in a measure ac­ 
count for the stories 
of 
atrocities 
which the Belgians are circulating. It 
is reported that they will even send 
envoys to the United States to make 
formal protest. 
On the other hand, the 
Germans 
are striving to retain our respect and 
good will and, all questions of hu­ 
mane conduct aside, known that such 
violations of the rules of war would 
injure them 
beyond 
repair. 
There 
have been previous to this some lurid 
reports 
which 
were 
subsequently 
found to lie baseless. 
The report of 
the summary execution of a Social­ 
ist leader because he refused to take 
up arms for Germany is a 
striking 
example. 
We 
afterwards 
learned 
that he was not executed, and 
that 
lie had not refused to fight for his 
country. 
In the light of these tacts, 
we should suspend judgment on the 
Belgian tales of horror until both 
sides are presented.

John Boyle, veteran

A “head tax” for prohi­ 
bitionists is Boyle’s scheme, 
lie has 
outlined it in a memorial to Chair­ 
man Underwood of the committee. 
“Tax the prohibitionists 
of 
the 
country $5 a head and you will have 
over $150,000,000 in revenue, suffici­ 
ent to meet the falling oft of the cus­ 
toms receipts incident to the war,” 
said Boyle in his memorial. 
He submitted figures showing the 
present that the internal revenue tax 
on beer and liquors is high and that 
drinkers now pay about $4 per capita 
in taxes annually. 
The prohibition 
ists, he said bear none of this tax 
He objects to the proposed addition­ 
al tax on beer and liquors He de­ 
clares the revenue tax 
should 
be 
evenly distributed and the 
burden 
more evenly divided. 
“It is the 
cardinal 
principle 
of 
the Demaertic party,” Boyle’s mem­ 
orial recited, “that so far as possible 
taxes should he levied on all alike. 
It is also economic wisdom. 
Even 
with a head tax o f $5 each for the 
33,000,000 prohibitionists their taxes 


would be less than the non-prohibit­ 
ionists. 
Let us have ‘equal rights 
to all, special privileges to none.” ’

President Wilson, cabinet members, 


Senators and Representatives down 


to the lowliest department clerks and 


civilians, the war has played utter 


havoc with vaction plans. 
Annual 


vacations are a popular institution 
here. 
They are perhaps more uni­ 
versally observed here than in any 
other city. 
Each government clerk 
gets 39 days with pay a year for 
vacation. 
But this summer few are 
getting vacations. 
European 
war 
keeps everybody 
on 
the job. 
In­ 
ability of Congress and government 
employes to get away reacts on stort 
keejiers and clerks. 
Business holds 
the civilians here, too. 


Today the vacationless ones are 
wondering if they can sneak in a few 
days before the summer resorts close 
up. 
Others have in despair given up 
all ideas of sojourning at the sea 
shore and are planning cold weather 
respites, shooting and fishing in the 
mountains. 


The suddenness of the European 
war caused the 
general 
vacation 
mourning. 
Two weeks before the 
war broke out everybody including 
the President was 
studying 
time 
tables, making train reservations and 
enjoying mental pictures of carefree 
days by the seashore or in the moun­ 
tains. 
On Capitol Hill, the Senators 
and Representatives were hustling to 
rush 
through 
the 
administration 
anti-trust program, adjourn and take 
their vacations or go home to get 
into the fall political campaign. 
To­ 
day all is sadly changed. 


The rush of Congress to pass the 
trust hills and adjourn is just in 
the shuffle. 
These measures are be­ 
ing allowed to lag and drag. 
There 
is to be a stampede to push them to 
a final vote. 
Committees are dawdl­ 
ing along. 
Congress is resigned to 
stay in session indefinitely.

predict adjournment
